rt has been the stated desire of the Kennedy Family Representai 
Kim Burke Marshall, that the “memorandum of transfer" document 
not be included among those materials transferred to the 
national nr curves , access to which woulci be cioverneci by cne 
Government. As of our latest communication , lie has repeatedly 
denied requests for access to this document . Therefore, the 
General Services Administration is obliged to follow his 
direction in withholding the "memorandum of transfer" from 
public inspection.
